himself fatally at his home. 526 
Hillcrest Place, Thursday night 
about ll o’clock. 
Dr. C. G. Crist, Adams County 
coroner, who listed the case as 
suicide, said death occurred about 
five mintes after the shooting, 
moments after his arrival a t the 
Warner Hospital.

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Wall Lighting Enhances 
Mood And Assures Ease 


America’s home decorators to- 
lay are discovering a new magic 
ngredient: Light for Living. 
Properly-planned 
lighting 
in 
Medallion Homes assures seeing 
tase and comfort; brings out the 
lull visual qualities of home fur- 
lishings; keys various rooms to 
four mood and personal activities.

Most recreation rooms, being 
in the basement, have ceilings 
that are 7 feet 6 inches or less in 
height. Three points should be con­ 
sidered when planning your light­

looks better if recessed in the 
ceiling; it takes one recessed fix­ 
ture for every 30 to 50 square 
feet of floor area (depending on 
the type of fixture' to produce 
even lighting and a pleasant at­ 
mosphere.

Build Houses; 
Live In Them; 
Plant Gardens' 
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By REV. ED W IN P. ELLIO TT 


Pastor, Lower Marsh Creak 
Presbyterian Church 
The prophet Jeremiah wrott a 
letter to a group of his fellow- 
countrymen who were in great 
trouble. This letter, which now 
forms part of the book of Jere­ 
miah in the Old Testament, was 
an inspiration to the people w-ho 
received it and has wisdom for 
us today. 
The people of Jerusalem had 
been carried into captivity in the 
land of Babylon by King Nebu­ 
chadnezzar. This fate seemed to 
be the ultimate experience of dis­ 
grace and defeat. The worst had 
come to pass and it was indeed 
worse thin they expected. What 
could any man say which would 
be helpful in such a situation? 
Jeremiah 
wrote 
the 
letter 
to 
these people in Babylon and filled 
it with understanding and sound 
judgment. 
His 
words 
were 
a 
clear light on their situation and 
what should be the best course of 
action open to them. 
Part of the letter reads as fol 
lows. "ThCLs says the Lord of 
Hosts, the God of Israel, to all 
the exiles whom I have sent into 
exile from Jerusalem to Baby­ 
lon: Build houses and live in them 
plant gardens and eat their prod­ 
uce. Take wives and have sons 
and daughters; take wives for

PITTSBURGH (AP) — Justice 
Michael Musmanno of the Penn­ 
sylvania Supreme Court, who bit­ 
terly protested the present visit of 
Soviet Prem ier Nikita Khrushchev 
to the United States, has nothing 
but praise for the Russian offi­ 
cial’s wife. 
“ I take off my hat to Madame 
Khrushchev because in her face 
I see the privations of the women 
of Russia for whom she must often 
shed a silent tear,” said Justice 
Musmanno Thursday 
He added- 


“ I believe her to he a woman 
who merits our great re.s;>ect and 
most hospitable greeting.” 
Justice Musmanno also protest­ 
ed the u>e of the word “ dowdy" 
by reporters, commentators and 
columnists in referring to Mrs. 
Khrushchev. He said that dowdy 
"suggests slovenliness and untidi­ 
ness." He added: 
“The pictures of Mrs 
Khrush­ 
chev show she is dressed plainly 
but neat. Furtherm ore, her pleas­ 
ant motherly smile outshines the 
most fashionable outfit.”

Film Censorship 
Law Now In Effect 


HARRISBURG IAP) — A new 
system of movie censorship has 
become law in Pennsylvania. 
Gov. Lawrence Thursday signed 
legislaton establishing a three- 
member board to review motion 
pictures shown commercially. 
The new law also defines the 
term obscenity. Thus, it overcame 
an objection by federal courts and 
the State Supreme Court that he 
old movie censorship law was too 
vague. 


Set Standard 
The new law says a movie is 
obscene “ if to the average person, 
nity s t a n d a r d s , its dominant 
theme, taken as a whole, appeals 
to prurient interest.” 
The movie board can forbid 
theaters to show’ movies the board 
considers obscene. It also can de­ 
cide that movies are unfit for chil­ 
dren under 17 if the films are ob­ 
scene, incite to crime or portray 
crime as acceptable behavior. 
The maximum penalty for vio­ 
lating the law is a $1,000 fine and 
six moths in jail.
